Kentucky State Convention

The great praises of the Lord were 
upon the lips of those attending the 
Kentucky camp meeting. The conven- 
tion was indeed the climaxing feature 
of this great meeting. The meeting was 
well attended by the ministry and laity. 


Almost invariably the exclamation rang 
out, “This is by far the greatest state 
meeting we have ever had.” There were 
more one hundred percenters than I’ve 
ever heard of before in Kentucky. They 
have had a great year in spite of the 
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special hindrances financially. They, 
with many others, seemed rather af- 
fected by the recession, so-called (evi- 
dently depression). They had a nice 
mission offering of about $350.00. They 
remembered the orphans, and secured 
subscriptions for the Evangel an d 
Lighted Pathway. There were also pros- 
pective students for this term of Bible 
School. Great interest and enthusiasm 
were shown in promoting the Church’s 
program in general. Brother Earl Paulk, 
who did, it seems, his very best preach- 
ing during the entire camp meeting, was 
with them throughout the convention 
also, and accompanied me on my return 
Sunday afternoon to Chattanooga, where 
I saw the nice, large, stone church build- 
ing being remodeled and enlarged in East 


Chattanooga, and preached for them 
Sunday evening. 
After the special meeting in North 


Chattanooga the following Monday 
evening, which lasted until midnight, I 
went immediately to the depot and 
waited for my train until 3:00 for 
Louisiana, getting only such rest as is 
possible bouncing around on the coaches. 
We had a good closing service for the 
North Louisiana convention, and we al- 
so had a good service the night follow- 
ing in Monroe by their first pastor-assis- 
tant, J. H. Walker. After a special busi- 
ness meeting with an attorney, concern- 
ing the local church property, in which 
the General Overseer’s services were re- 
quired, we left for the South Louisiana 
state convention, where God met with 
us from the very beginning. 


Louisiana State Convention 


The convention in North Louisiana 
and the Louisiana state convention in 
South Louisiana were the most wonder- 
ful they have ever had, I believe. Ev- 
erywhere could be heard thanksgiving 
and praises to God for the gracious visi- 
tations of His divine presence through- 
out the entire meetings. The reports 
were the best this time they have ever 
had, in fact, there were so many more 
hundred percenters on the entire church 
program. When the mission offering was 
finally counted the grand sum _ was 
many times more than’ ever before in 
the state. All will rejoice with us, for 
Louisiana had $617.00 cash for missions. 
The state stands 19th place in member- 
ship, but 6th place in all the special 
state offerings for missions. May God 
continue to bless the faithful people 
down there. They have had a splendid 
year—a good increase in membership, 
did a good part by the orphans, organ- 
ized two new churches, built two par- 
sonages, I believe, and one or two tab- 
ernacles. The interest is extra good, and 
it seems all have been co-operating to 
make this the greatest year, even though 
it be only a short one. We are praying

Faith 

The word “faith” occurs in the Old 
Testament twice, Deut. 32:20; Hab. 
2:4. 

“The just shall live by faith,” Heb. 10: 
38. Here Paul in His letter to the He- 
brews is telling them that those who put 
their trust in God shall live by faith. 
“Faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen,” 
Heb. 11:1. 

Jesus told the disciples to “have faith 
in God.” It is through our faith in the 
Lord that we are able to obtain any 
blessing. God is always ready to bless 
us and hear our petitions, but we must 
believe that He will answer our prayers 
and grant our requests. If we could on- 
ly have faith there is nothing impossible. 
It is by our faith and belief and confi- 
dence and trust in God that we can 
bring anything to pass. 

“But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is 
a rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him,” Heb. 11:6. 

The greater faith we have, the more 
God is pleased and the more He can ac- 
complish through our efforts. In all of 


our accomplishments for God, there 
must be faith backing it. 
How were the worlds framed? 


“Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were 
not made of things which do appear,” 
Heb. 11:3. 

This has reference to the great work 
of God, and it was faith that was exer- 
cised that made it possible for God to do 
these great things. It is a wonderful 
thing when we think of real true faith. 

It was faith that took hold of Abra- 
ham when he decided to offer his son 
as a sacrifice to God. He believed that 
God was able. I am sure that as Abraham 
started on this journey, after God had 


spoken to him about offering his son, 
that he believed God would raise him 
from the dead after he had offered him 
in sacrifice. It was God’s love and mercy 
toward him that He spared his son. He 
had provided a sacrifice in Isaac’s place 
by having a ram caught by the horns in 
some vines. God knows just how to an- 
swer our prayer when we solely depend 
upon Him and are willing to make an 
unconditional surrender, sacrificing that 
that is nearest our heart. This is exact- 
ly what Abraham did. Think of the 
promises God had made him, then after 
the birth of the son how God spoke to 
him concerning this child and the things 
He said to Sarah before he was born. 
Abraham and Sarah had built their hopes 
on Isaac but in spite of all these promises 
and the love they had for their son, Ab- 
raham obeyed the voice of God and 
went about to do the things that God 
commanded him to do. If we could have 
such faith as this, we could conquer ev- 
ery foe and accomplish every task. 


“By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come,” Heb. 
11:20. Here Isaac goes forward in his 
duty of pronouncing the descending 
blessing upon his sons. He had faith to 
believe that God would guide them 
right and make them a blessing to the 
coming generations. He _ believed the 
record of his father Abraham and _ no 
doubt his faith loomed up though his 
eyes were dim when he placed his hand 
on Jacob’s head for he believed God. 
The most wonderful thing I can think 
about is faith in the living God to bring 
to pass the things He has promised us 
and the things we long for. 


When Jacob had gone to Egypt and 
found his son Joseph there, after a 
while the time camg when he must de- 
part this life. He, as the usual custom 
was, leaned on his staff and blessed both 
the sons of Joseph, and worshiped. Here 
the same faith that was in his fathers 
was in him and he had great confidence 
that God would do great things for his 
people. 

Joseph had great faith, When the 
time came for him to die he gave them 
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directions what to do. He had faith to 
believe they would be delivered from 
Egypt and asked them to take his bones 
with them. It is said that the Israelites 
took the bones of Joseph all through the 
wilderness and finally into the promised 
land. It takes some obedience along with 
our faith. These people believed there 
was something very sacred in carrying 
out orders given them by their fore- 
fathers, and as they traveled they bore 
about with them that box of bones that 
meant so much to them. Yes, we must 
carry out God’s commands. 

It was by faith that Moses was able 
to keep the passover and give orders con- 
cerning the sprinkling of the blood on 
the lintels and doorposts. It was faith in 
God that caused Moses to forsake Egypt. 
He believed that his people would be suc- 
cessful in going through to the land God 
had promised them. It was faith that 
caused them to pass through the Red 
Sea. It was faith that kept them alive in 
the wilderness. As long as faith remains 
with us we will have no trouble in do- 
ing what the world may call the impos- 
sible. Faith leaps ahead of today and 
gives us courage and strength for the 
days that are to come. Even now the 
Church needs faith to lay hold on the 
promises of God and do the things that 
are pleasing in His sight. 

HOW DOES FAITH COME? 

“So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God,” Heb. 
10:17. Our faith comes by hearing and 
reading God’s Word. The Bible is a book 
of instructions. God has told us through 
the holy prophets what we should do and 
what we may obtain and how we may 
exercise ourselves in faith and love, so 
if we want to increase our faith we 
should study the Word of God for I 
am sure that it takes this to bring 
faith. 

Faith properly cultivated will grow. 
“We are bound to thank God always for 
you, brethren, as it is meet, because that 
faith groweth exceedingly, and the 
charity of every one of you all toward 
each other aboundeth,” 2 Thess. 1:3. 

God purifies our hearts by faith. In 
James’ address to the elders in council 
at Jerusalem (15:8-10) he bases his re- 
marks on faith. Faith will bring great 
blessings to God’s people and it is like 
chemicals in the hands of an_ expert 
chemist. The Holy Ghost can take faith 
and purify the hearts of men and bring 
to pass such things as God would have. 
All the blessings coming from our heav- 
enly Father circle around faith in God. 
If men really have faith they will have 
works.’ Faith and works go hand in 
hand. If we have faith we will do things 
for God. 

It is through faith we will be able to 
overcome the world. Genuine faith will 
extract sweetness out of every flower.

A FOREIGN MISSION 
RETROSPECTIVE 
By J. H. INGRAM 
(The man from everywhere?) 


INTRODUCTION 

On arriving in Chattanooga for the 
opening of the Thirty-second Annual 
Assembly last October, I was handed a 
program of the convention and saw 
that Brother Walker had billed me for 
a response “from everywhere.” Having 
travelled over every one of the forty- 
eight American states and visited sixty 
foreign countries and colonies, touching 
the five continents of North and South 
America, Europe, Asia and Africa, in- 
cluding many states and provinces, one 
may rightly be classed as being from 
everywhere in general and no place in 
particular. We did not circle the globe 
again this year but made thirty-two 
American states reaching from Maine to 
California, and visited twenty-one for- 
eign countries and colonies, travelling 
far enough to reach around the world 
in the widest place, had we have con- 
tinued in one general direction. It would 
require too much time and space to ex- 
plain fully how God has blessed and 
brought hundreds of souls into our fel- 


lowship, to say nothing of several thou- 
sand dollars worth of property that has 
been turned over to us, for the use of 
the Church in this latter-day effort put 
forth with a view to reaching “every 
creature in all nations” wherever possi- 
ble and thus hasten the coming of our 
Christ, The King, which is the only 
remedy for this old world that is so rife 
with the manifestations of the Anti- 
Christian Spirit. 

MORE ABOUT THE BERMUDA 

y, MISSION 

‘At the time of our last writing we 
were in the Island of Bermuda, where 
God called us seventeen years ago to take 
this Pentecostal message of the Church 
of God, and it was gratifying to note 
how the work had spread out until they 
too have reached a number of the ma- 
jor mission fields in their efforts at 
world-evangelism. 

We told you of how Brother Thomas 
Trott was holding out the light at Flatts 
Village, Bermuda, where his church of 
120 members—all poor folks—gave 
$1,121.43 to foreign missions during the 
year, and had built a fine stone church, 
ultra-modern in its appointments, and 
valued at about $20,000.00, according 
to our standard of reckoning. This 
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church might rightly be called “The 


| house that foreign missions built,” since, 


no doubt, God has prospered them be- 
cause of their liberality. The interest on 
this building is about $35.00 a month, 
payable quarterly. I was delightfully 
surprised to learn they were paid up for 
three months on the interest and had 
the sum of $500.00 saved up to apply on 
the principal. Missionary Sunday—a 
monthly rally—rolled around while I 
was there and they walked up and laid 
down enough English money to equal 
$83.87 in U. S. currency, without any 
persuasion whatever. 

I wish we could say more about Elder 
Caisey’s work at North Shore, the Som- 
erset church and others. People who 
once took it as a joke and came to mock, 
now stay to pray. Tarrying meetings is 
the order of the day and several other 
movements have experienced outpour- 
ings of the Holy Ghost. The Baptists, 
Methodists, Salvation Army and _ the 
Church of England have been affected 
in like manner. The Bishop of Bermuda 
told me that I “was a troubler in his 
Israel.” Were he alive today it may be 
a different story. Some who opposed, re- 
pented and got right with God, and died 
filled with the Holy Ghost, speaking in 
tongues and magnifying God. Others 
we could mention, died horrible deaths 
—unrepentant as they were—one suicide. 
I worked in those days with my hands 
and preached the gospel during spare 
time as a love service. Brother R. M. 
White, a backslidden Salvation Army 
officer, who worked with me in the 
electric Jight plant there, used to run 
away from me. He was the first one 
to meet me on my return. He has come 
back to God, has the Holy Ghost bap- 
tism and taking a course of training 
through correspondence with the Church 
of God Bible Training School. 


I have been paid a thousand times for 
the feeble efforts put forth to introduce 
the full-gospel in Bermuda—though 
some thought we were off on a “wild- 
goose chase’—and money expended is 
about the least item. 


THE GOSPEL IN SONG 
Being connected with Latin-American 
work as a sort of ex-officio overseer, we 
have had to give some time to the study 
of the Spanish language, and finished 
our book on Spanish composition by 
Charles Dean Cool, Assistant Professor 
of Romance Languages in the University 
of Wisconsin. Time was also afforded to 
try out my grammar by translating some 
of our songs that went over big with 
the folks in Central America. One pop- 
ular number was “The Crowning” by 
Sister Ida McCoy. This song was taken 
over by one of our Indian translators 
with a view to changing it into the 
Quiche dialect. This good sister will be

The Maine Bible School 
Revival 


Dear Evangel family, I want you all 
to rejoice with us over the wonderful 
revival that is going on at the Bible 
School here. 


There are fifty-two enrolled in the 
school and as none are under twelve 
years of age the school seems more like 
a college and with as good talent as can 
be found in any Bible School. Nearly 
half of the student body was unsaved 
when they came here, which greatly 
burdened Brother Hilemon, the superin- 
tendent, until he could not rest day nor 
night. Finally he called on the rest of 
us to get under this great burden and 
help him pray for these precious souls. 
This we did and a revival spirit began 
to show up in chapel, which is held at 
10:30 each day. People kept on praying 
until one morning God broke through 
and got hold of a sinner’s heart and 
about a dozen fell on their knees weep- 
ing and praying for salvation. In these 
services one very talented young woman 
was saved and later sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. God kept on 
blessing in chapel until classes were laid 
aside and God given the right of way to 
bless souls. 


Brother Hilemon decided to start a 
revival and just let the students pray 
through. During this revival there 
wasn’t much preaching done except 
short exhortations by different preach- 
ers, and the altar call given when those 
precious young men and women would 
fall in the altar and cry out to God. 


One night the altar service closed and 
students went back to the dormitory. 
They could not go to bed but wanted 
to pray so they decided to pray some in 
the dining room. When Brother Hilemon 
realized those precious young men and 
women meant business he took them 
back to the church. At about one o’clock 
his two sons were saved and one sanc- 
tified at about 2:30. My oldest son got 
saved. We prayed all night with some 
of the students and at 7:10 my son got 
sanctified. At eight o’clock we went to 
breakfast and from there back to the 
church where we prayed until noon. At 
three o’clock we gathered again, prayed 
until supper hour and returned for the 
evening service. 


Up to the present time about twelve 
have been saved, several sanctified and 
three or four baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, cold Christians drawn closer to 
God, and everybody blessed generally. 
Only eternity can tell all the good the 
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revival has accomplished. 


My oldest boy was under such con- 
viction that he couldn’t rest anywhere. 
He did nothing but walk the campus 
but would not go to the altar. He en- 
tered a vacant cottage to pray but could 
not as his heart got so bad he became 
numb almost to his shoulders. Then he 
ran all the way to the church, bolted 
through the door and fairly slid to the 
altar crying out for mercy, and prayed 
all night until God saved and sanctified 
him. It was like Jacob and the angel 
wrestling all night. You can see how 
God has been dealing with souls at the 
Bible School. 


Brother Hilemon stayed right with 
the seekers until three and four o’clock 
in the morning for two nights and at 
seven o’clock he was back on duty 
again.

Returning home we stopped at Spring- 
field, Mo., where I was invited to confer 
with the heads of the Foreign Missions 
Department of the Assemblies of God, 
who are manifesting no little interest in 
our program of expansion in foreign 
fields. They desire to enter into some 
sort of a Christian gentlemen’s agree- 
ment, co-operating wherever possible 
with a view to promoting the general 
interests of the work affecting The Gen- 
eral Council and the Church of God 
alike. I hardly see how anything except 
good could come out of a move like 
this, with these two great bodies unit- 
ing their forces in a measure, since we 
hold so much in common as affects the 
gospel. My visit was nothing more than 
a good-will ambassadorial call, and since 
I have no authority to act in mattets 
of this nature, the question has been 
passed on to our Foreign Mission Board 
which is having its pre-Assembly meet- 
ing August 14, D. V. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AD- 
DRESSED 

I wrote President Roosevelt inviting 
him to our world-mission rally to take 
place at our forthcoming General Assem- 
bly and came by Washington on the way 
to California with a view to calling on 
him. However, he was out of the Capi- 
tol when I called and due to other press- 
ing engagements will be unable to accept.

were where we ought to be with God, 
we could pray the blessings of God 
down upon people on occasions like 
that. I shouldn’t like to mention any 
names fer fear of offending someone 
and hindering God, but last year a very 
noted person who had to do with wel- 
coming us at the General Assembly, 
singled me out and said that he and his 
wife had been praying for the Holy 
Ghost power for about two years, real- 
izing their shortness. 


A FIVE-YEAR REVIEW 
/ Up until 1932 we had very little in 


he way of foreign work, I am sorry to 


say we had no vision. It is said that an 
honest confession is good for the soul, 
and may the Lord help us to make 
amends for the past in whatever way 
possible. We launched our world-mission 
campaign in 1932 with only about 
$700.00 in the foreign mission treasury, 
and I was allotted $50.00 to be used as 
travel funds in connection with my de- 
putation work. The depression was on 
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and as late as Oct. 1, 1933, we could on- 
ly count $909.20 representing the bal- 
ance credited to this department. How- 
ever, interest began to be aroused, and 
we came through the five-year period 
ending with 1937 counting a cash bal- 
ance of $16,322.75 to our credit in the 
bank, in spite of the fact the operating 
expenses of the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment increased about 500%. The reports 
for the current year are not in and I 
am unable to give the exact figures rep- 
resenting the increase in membership, as 
I do not have the figures at my finger- 
tips. Nevertheless, the following num- 
bers show the approximate gains made 
during the five-year period. We organ- 
ized the first church in Old Mexico with 
forty members, and according to the re- 
ports, over 700 have been saved at our 
central station there, and today we can 
count a string of missions 170 in num- 
ber that are strung out around the 
world until the sun never sets upon the 
movement. Approximately 10,000 new 
members can be accounted for affect- 
ing the work opened in ten other fields, 
and up to 1938 new missionaries to the 
number of ten have been sent out. Then, 
too, there are many thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property bought and other- 
wise obtained through wills and other 
means of transfer, that place us in the 
most favored position of any missionary 
society that I know of, figuring it on 
the general average. New fields are con- 
tinuing to open up for us and most of 
our missionaries and native workers re- 
port great gains. A letter from our cen- 
tral station in China states ninety more 
have accepted the Lord and have fol- 
lowed Him in water baptism, which is 
remarkable, considering the awful con- 
ditions that exist because of the unde- 
clared war that is being waged against 


/China by the Japanese. 


CONCLUSION 

Taking all this into consideration, 
don’t you think foreign missions pay? 
Well! if we do let us act more like it! We 
have by no means reached the limits of 
our giving, sending, going, doing. Other 
movements much smaller have literally 
swamped our efforts, some local 
churches formerly giving more than our 
entire aggregation. It is not too late for 
us to redeem ourselves, so let us be up 
and doing. 

The success attained in foreign mis- 
sions is largely due to the fact we have 
pooled our funds and united in our ef- 
forts, swinging the main force of our 
finances and evangelical endeavor into 
the fields where we could likely do the 
most good. It has rightly been said, 
“United we stand, divided we fall.” 
Something for the Home Mission De- 
partment to think about! This will be 
my last article for the present Assembly 
year, and perhaps you will not be hear- 
ing from me for some time to come, so 
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I may get a little pointed, and ask you 
to bear with me. I am not engaged in 
the home work and do not wish to in- 
trude, but I hope we do not make the 
mistake our denominational brethren 
have made in building large tabernacles 
and investing too largely in camp 
grounds, etc., with the property tied up 
all the year with the exception of a week 
or ten days during the summer. There 
may be a need for concentrating our ef- 
forts in new fields where our work is 
largely pioneering. May the Lord direct 
us in the right paths whether it be 
through the home or foreign fields. 


Someone must be prepared to make a 
sacrifice if we ever get anywhere. There 
are some who can not leave their wives 
and children for more than a couple of 
weeks at a time and then they seem to 
feel as though they have done God a 
great favor. How would you like to be 
separated from your loved ones for about 
nine months out of each year for nine 
years straight, sacrificing many other 
comforts and blessings of life, exposed 
to war, famine, pestilence, storms at 
sea, in the midst of hurricanes, cyclones, 
earthquakes and volcanic eruptions, dust 
storms and what not? in order to de- 
liver the gospel “message of good news” 


to a lost world? When I begin to think © 


upon my efforts that look very puny, 
though world-wide in their scope, and 
feel inclined to pity myself, wanting to 
be classed among the self-sacrificing 
ones, I just refer to the second letter to 
the Corinthians written by Paul, in 
which he lists some of the things he 
suffered travelling from place to place 
in the interest of missions. (Read 2 Cor. 
11th chapter.) The reason many people 
do not know about our movement, no 
one has gone out to tell them. Some 
have to stay in certain fields of labor 
while some work in the general inter- 
ests of the work. It is scriptural and 
necessary to “visit our brethren in every 
city, and see how they do.” Every great 
movement has had its vanguards of the 
faith. I am made to think of the Salva- 
tion Army that has covered the major 
part of the world in their evangelical 
work, with their ‘Travel Commission- 
ers” going on before. Just think what 
a tremendous setback the work at home 
would suffer, should our general officials 
cease their periodical visits!
